In this State, therefore, with the exception 
of the general law prohibiting slavery, there is no law in 
existence but the Constitution and the Act oI Congi. «*. 
It is undobtedly competent for a free S ta te to pass a law 
regulating the mode of arresting u fugitive slave. 
In a 
free Stale, every person, whether white or colored, is, by 
the general law, presumed to be free ; but in the slave 
States, every colored |ier*on is presumed to be a slave, un­ 
til he shows the contrary.
